She 
acknowledged that this was our understanding and said that State had told 
her the same thing. Senator Bentsen, in his statement, had apparently 
referred to press reports and allegations but the news reports did not report 
his statements accurately. In conclusion, I pointed out to her the difficulty 
that these kinds of inaccuracies impose upon the Agency.
